perous Year in History 


THE OUTLOOK IS ENCOURAGING 


Membership Nearly Doubled in 


Last Two Years and Daily 


Attendance Quadrupled 


The reports of the general secretary 
and the various committees made to 
the annual meeting of the Y. M. C. A. 
Monday night showed a most prosper­ 
ous condition. 
There was no report 
made to the annual meeting last year, 
there being no general secretary at 
that time and affairs being in a chaotic 
state because of that fact and the over­ 
hauling the building was receiving.

1906 ami May 1, 1908 shows the follow­ 
ing:

The total receipts of the general fund 
for the year ending May 1, 1008, were 
$2,141.74, which included the annual 
donation of $500 from the Northern Pa­ 
cific railroad company. 
All of this ha<- 
been expended, over $700 ls*ing in pay­ 
ment of bills from previous year 
In the building fund there WU $667.54, 
received, 
including a loan of $300, all 
of which was expended in the improve­ 
ment and repair of the building. 
There were six functions held during 
the year with a total attendance of 
608. 
39 religious meetings were held 
by the association at the building and 
in the various churches and at the 
shops. 
There was a total attendance 
of 1,723, with four professed conver­ 
sions. 
The secretary of the associa­ 
tion made 12 visits to the sick and 
three were secured situations through 
the association. 
Though the association has been in 
existence for 20 years the past year 
was the first in which regular gymnas­ 
ium work has been carried on in classes. 
There were 83 enrolled in gymnasium 
work with a class attendance of 64.8 
per cent. 
There were 164 class ses­ 
sions held in the months of September 
to March, inclusive, with a total at­ 
tendance of 
1,354. 
There were 34 
medical and physical examinations given. 
The total receipts of the athletic ex­ 
hibition given at the opera house March 
24 w’ere $183.54, 
the expenses being 
$70.09. 
The sum of $72.75 has been 
spent for equipment. 
In the educational department there 
was a class in mechanical drawing which 
held twelve sessions and was attended 
by over 40 young men ami which was 
of great value to them. 
The practical 
study club has had a series of evenings 
devoted to advertising; other business 
topics will be taken up in the fall. 
A 
mock trial was also held and one de­ 
bate. 
The success of the work the past year 
has been largely due to the untiring 
exertions of General Secretary Man- 
vilie and President Michael.
